THE AMERICAN ASSOCIATION FOR THE ADVANCE- 
MENT OF SCIENCE.—The annual meeting of the associa- 
tion was held at Columbia University, New York city, 
during the week beginning June 25. The register showed 
an attendance of less than 400, as compared with an at- 
tendance of 729 at the last New York meeting in 1887. 
The association does not seem to be flourishing. Its total 
membership is. now 1,750, but it was 1,922 as long ago as 
1882, and 2,033 in 1883. The cause of the decrease .in 
membership and in attendance at the meetings of the 
association is not hard to find. It is the growth of special- 
ized scientific societies of all kinds. Many of these are 
what are called ‘‘affiliated societies’ of the A. A. A. S., the 
affiliation consisting in their meeting at or about the same 
time, and in participating in the privileges of the parent 
organization. The societies which held sessions at Colum- 
bia University either during the same week as the A. A. 
A. S., or the week preceding or following, were the Ameri- 
can Forestry Association; the Geological Society of 
America; the American Chemical Society; the Society for 
the Promotion of Agricultural Science; the Association of 
Economic Entomologists; the American Mathematical So- 
clety; the American Folk-Lore Society; the Botanical So- 
ciety of America; the Astronomical and Physical Society 
of America; the American Physical Society; the American 
Psychological Association; the Linnean Fern Chapter; the 
Iullivant Moss Chapter, and the Society for the Promotion 
of Engineering Education. Many of these societies held 
joint sessions with those sections of the A. A. A. S., in 
which they were most interested, thus the Mathematical 
Society met with section A, the Physical Society with sec- 
tion B, ete. 

The meetings of the A. A. A, S. were as usual general 
sessions of an hour or less in the morning, followed by 
meetings of the several sections for the reading and dis- 
cussion of papers in both morning and afternoon. The 
sections were as follows: A, Mathematics and Astronomy; 
B, Physics; C, Chemistry; D, Mechanical Science and En- 
gineering; E, Geology; F, Zoology; G, Botany; H, 
Anthropology; I, Economic Science and _ Statistics. 
Sections A, B, C and H were the most largely 
attended. Section D had a very small attendance, not 
over 15, and a resolution was passed unanimously by those 
present to the effect that it was advisable that the sec- 
tion be discontinued, but that definite action in the matter 
be taken next year. In former years it has been the 
custom of the Society for the Promotion of Engineering 
Education to hold its meeting the same week as the A. 
A. A. S., and its members have helped to swell the at- 
tendance of Section D, but this year it met the next week, 
and Section D and the A. A. A. S. both suffered from its 
absence. The cause of the generally poor attendance in 
Section D, and its struggle for existence, is, of course, 
the fact that engineers have so many societies of their 
own to attend, which offer more advantages than Section 
D that they have no time to give to the latter. Other 
sections are suffering in the same way as Section D; 
Section I, Economic Science and Statistics, for example, 
whose field seems to be covered by the American Social 
Science Association. It will be a question for the near 
future whether if the A. A. A. S. is ever again to flourish 
it will not have to become a congress of affiliated societies 
each with its separate organization, and each meeting as 
a section of the A. A. A, S. and participating in its gen- 
eral business. Its present condition is one of low vitality 
and of apparent gradual disintegration. 

The officers of Section D, John A. Brashear, president, 
and Prof. W. T. Magruder, secretary, worked hard to ob- 
tain a list of papers to be read and discussed before the 
section, but with small success. The papers were few, 
and most of them of small importance. The following is 
the list:

4. F. C. Wagner, Terre Haute, Ind., ‘‘Frictional Losses 
in a Locomotive.”’ 

5. Albert Barnes, ‘‘An Experimental Study of the Tem- 
perature Cycle of the Steam Engine and of the Cylinder 
Head.”’ 

6. R. C. Carpenter, Ithaca, N. Y., “Specific Heat of 
Superheated Steam.”’ 


7. D. S. Jacobus, Hoboken, N. J., ““A. Le Chatelier’s 
Pyrometer in which any error due to a variation in the 
resistance of the platinum and platinum rhodium elements 


is eliminated.’’ 

The next annual meeting of the A. A. A. S. will probably 
be held in Denver, Colo., but another place may be 
selected by the council. 


NEW PUBLICATIONS. 

LITERARY MAGAZINBS.—Between the demands of the 
summer season for easy reading and the real or fancied 
demand for war articles, the American magazines for 
July and the English reviews for June are pretty weil 
taken up with the two classes of writing just indicated 
The ‘Popular Science Monthly,’’ which has been trans 
ferred from Appleton’s to McClure, Philips & Co., contains 
an illustrated article on ‘‘Technical Education at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology,’’ by Prof. Geo. F. 
Swain. In the ‘“‘North American Review,'’ Mr. EH. T. 
Chamberlain, U. S. Commissioner of Navigation, has an 
article on ‘‘American Control of Ocean Transportation.” 
The same author writes in favor of ‘‘The Ship Subsidy 
Bill’ in ‘“‘The Forum.”’ The latter magazine also has anu 
article by Wm. J. Boies, under the title ‘‘Lessons of the 
$175,000,000 Ash-Heap,’’ advocating the stand-pipe sys- 
tem of fighting fire from the tops of tall buildings. 

An unusually comprehensive review, for a popular 
magazine, of ‘‘Rapid Transit in Great Cities,’’ is given in 
“Frank Leslie’s Popular Monthly,’’ the author being Geo. 
H. Johnson. ‘“‘Harper’s”’ contains a suggestive article on 
‘“‘Non-Hygienic Gymnastics,"’ by James Buckham The 
article refers more particularly to work indoors, special in 
character, instead of designed to benefit the whole body 


In the same magazine, the review of ‘‘To-Day's Science in 
Europe’ is continued by Henry Smith Williams, who 
writes of ‘Prof. Ernst Haeckel and the New Zoology.” 


Scribner’s opens with the first of a series of three articles 
on ‘“‘The Slave Trade in America,"’ by John R. Spears 
The ‘“‘Century”’ is quite given over to fiction this month, 
but as an offset, or antidote, it contains an article by J. M 
Buckley on ‘“‘How to Safeguard One's Sanity.’’ Another 
contrasting article is ‘‘The Commercial Ascendency of the 
United States,’’ by Carroll D. Wright, which fairly bristles 
with facts and figures. McClure’s is particularly fortu 
nate at this time to be able to present a second article by 
Wm. Barclay Parsons, on Chinese methods of transporta- 
tion and the opportunities for railway development in the 
Chinese Empire. 

The nearest approach to an article of interest to engi- 
neers, as such, in the English reviews for June, is ‘‘The 
Government Factory Bill of 1000,’’ by Gertrude M. Tuck- 
well. It reviews some of the recent agitation for factory 
and shop legislation, in the interest of employees, in- 
cluding the bill before Parliament at the time the articie 
was written. 

The new American review, ‘‘The International 
Monthly,’’ enters on its second volume with an article 
on ‘‘Recent Aspects of Biological Research; Origin of 
Life and Heredity,’ by Edmund B. Wilson, of Columbia 
University, and another on ‘“‘The Bubonic Plague,’’ by Dr. 
Cyrus Edson, Health Commissioner State of New York 
Dr. Edson says: 

It seems probable that during this year a considerable 
number of sporadic cases of the plague will oceur in this 
country; beyond this I do not believe that grave danger 


exists, at least so far as the United States of America. are 
concerned.

The ‘Paradigm’ skylight construction is very much 
used for the roofs and sides of machine shops, factory 
buildings, train sheds, etc., and for conservatories and 
greenhouses. This publication shows the details of the 
design, and has also a number of half-tone engravings 
of buildings in which this system has been adopted, in- 
cluding the Congressional Library, machine and erecting 
shops at the Brooklyn navy yard, the General Electric Co. 
foundry, the train sheds at Jersey City (C. R. R. of N. J.) 
and Syracuse (N. Y. C. R. R.). 

ELECTRIC THIRD-RAIL SYSTEMS.—O. S. Kelly, 
Springfield, O. Paper; 8 x 10 ins.; pp. 8; illustrated. 
The ‘Kelly and Krotz’’ open-conduit system of electric 
traction is designed either to be used along with or to 
supplant cable systems. The contact rails are to be sup- 
ported on each side in the upper part of the cable con- 
duit where they will not interfere with the operation of the 
cable or the grip. The trolley or plow is se constructed 
that it may be withdrawn through the slot of the con- 
duit. The inventors of this system have devised, also, a 
protected third-rail system, in which the contact rail is 
roofed over, the collecting shoe sliding on the lower side 

of the rail. 


MARINE GAS ENGINES.—Union Gas Engine Co., San 
Francisco, Cal. Paper; 9% x 6 ins.; pp. ; illustrated. 
Gas engines are used to propel launches up to 60 ft. in 
length at speeds ranging from 8 to 15 miles per hour. 
They are also used as auxiliary prime movers on sma]! 
sailing vessels. The engines built by the above company 
operate on the Otto cycle and are of the vertical dtrect- 
connected type, adapted to use naphtha, gasolene or dis- 
tillate. A 3-HP. engine has a single cylinder and weighs 
600 Ibs., and a 130-HP. engine has four cylinders, occupies 
a floor space 9 ft.
